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COMPLETE  SPECIFICATION. 

Improvements  in  and  in  connection  with  Photograph  and  Picture 

Frames  and  Stands  and  the  like. 


We,  Thomas  King  Edmonds  and  Eknest  John  Edmonds  Carvers,  Gilders  and 
Picture  Frame  Makers  both  of  Englands  Lane,  Haverstock  Hill,  London,  N.W. 
do  hereby  declare  the  nature  of  tiiis  invention  and  in  wliat  manner  the  same 
is  to  be  performed,  to  be  particularly  described  and  ascertained  in  and  by  the 
5  following  statement :  — 

Our  invention  relates  to  photograph  and  picture  frames  and  stands  and  the 
like,  of  the  class  m  which  a  back  support  is  provided  whereby  the  said  frame  or 
stand  can  be  arranged  to  stand  in  an  upright  position  for  effective  display ;  and 
has  for  its  object  an  improved  construction  of  said  back  support,  so  that  it  can 
1  0  be  readily  applied  to  existing  picture  frames  or  stands,  or  to  new  ones,  and  which 
affords  adequate  support  therefor  without  risk  of  the  frame  or  stand  falling  over, 
while  it  is  not  liable  to  breakage  and  derangement. 

The  improved  support  is,  moreover,  very  cheap  to  manufacture,  and  can  be 
applied  with  a  minimum  of  labour  and  by  unskilled  hands, 

15  The  invention  consists  essentially  of  a  framework  of  wire  or  other  material, 
provided  with  hinge-like  attaching  pieces  at  its  upper  ends  by  which  it  can  be 
attached  to  the  frame  or  stand  by  screws  or  otherwise  very  simply. 

In  order  that  my  invention  may  be  clearly  understood  I  have  appended  hereto 
the  accompanying  drawings  which  illustrate  one  arrangement  for  carrying  it  into 
20  practice. 

Fig.  1.  is  an  end  elevation  of  a  picture  or  photograph  frame  provided  with  my 
improved  back  support. 

Fig.  2.  is  a  back  view  of  the  same,  and, 

Fig.  3.  is  a  perspective  view  showing  the  back  support  detached  and  laid  down 
flat  for  convenience  of  illustration. 

The  support  A  is  of  metal  wire  and  is  shaped  somewhat  as  shown  for  use  and 
ornamentation  its  upper  coitions  a  a  are  bent  over  and  the  ends  a 1  a 1  bent  up. 
ITpon  the  portions  a  a  small  metal  plates  B  B  are  placed,  bent  round  the  wire  and 
the  flat  portions  brought  together  somewhat  after  the  fashion  of  hinges  as  will 
3Q  be  readily  seen  from  the  drawings.  In  these  plates  B  B  holes  are  made  for 
screws. 

In  use,  the  support  A  is  placed  against  the  back  of  the  frame  C  so  that  the 
plates  B  B  are  in  suitable  positions  for  attachment  thereto  and  the  plates  B  B 
are  then  attached  by  small  screws. 

35  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  support  A  is  pivotally  attached  to  the  frame  C 
and  the  frame  C  can  therefore  be  easily  arranged  to  stand  up  as  desired,  the 
support  A  being  moved  out  from  the  back  of  the  frame  an  appropriate  distance, 
while  when  not  required,  the  support  A  lies  flat  on  the  back  of  the  frame  C. 

To  prevent  the  support  or  the  frame  slipping,  the  ends  a 1  a1  of  the  wire  com* 
4Q  prising  the  support  A  are  bent  up  in  such  manner  that  as  the  parts  are  further 
opened  out,  the  said  ends  bite  into  the  wood  or  material  of  the  frame  C. 

The  supports,  constructed  as  above  described  can  be  sold  separately  with  the 
hinge-like  plates  B  B  already  attached,  and  can  therefore  be  easily  applied  to 
existing  frames  or  stands  by  any  one.  These  supports,  as  it  is  of  firm  material, 
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and  the  attachment  to  the  frame  is  a  firm  one,  are  not  liable  to  become  broken 
and  weak  as  is  so  often  the  case  with  the  back  supports  at  present  in  use. 

Instead  of  the  hinge-like  plates  B  B,  looped  pins  may  be  employed  the  loops 
of  which  are  opened  to  permit  of  their  being  placed  upon  the  wire  portion  a  a, 
and  then  closed  again  or  which  are  passed  over  the  ends  a1  a 1 ;  or  any  other  5 
suitable  means  of  this  kind  may  be  used. 

Having  now  particularly  described  and  ascertained  the  nature  of  my  said 
invention,  and  in  what  manner  the  same  is  to  be  performed,  I  declare  that  what 
I  claim  is  :  — 

(1)  In  photograph  and  picture  frames  and  stands  and  the  like,  a  back  support  10 
consisting  of  a  suitable  frame-work  provided  with  hinge-like  attaching  pieces 

or  equivalent  at  it  upper  portion,  by  which  it  is  attached  to  the  frame  stand  or 
the  like,  by  screws  or  otherwise  appropriately,  substantially  as  described. 

(2)  In  photograph  and  picture  frames  and  stands  and  the  like,  a  back  support  A 
consisting  of  a  suitable!  frame wrork  and  having  its  upper  portions  a  a  bent  over  15 
and  the  ends  a 1  a 1  bent  up,  and  hinge  like  plates  B  B  fitted  on  the  portions  a  a  by 
which  the  support  is  attached  bv  means  of  screws  to  the  frame,  stand  or  like, 
substantially  as  described  and  illustrated.
